New Drug Menace 


FATHERS, MOTHERS VICTIMS 


Habit Not Confined to Young, 


Dr. Copeland Says 


NEW YORK — (United Press) — 


Enormous quantities of opium and' 
its manufactured products are being > 
consumed by the so-called "upper' 
classes" in this country, 
according 


to Dr. Royal Copeland, health olli- 
cer of Greater New York, and United 
States Senator-elect. 


"The decrease in the use of drugs 


by the underworld, If there is a. de- 
crease," Dr. Copeland said, "is very 
slight, altho the police are constant- 
ly on ,the watch and continually raid- 
Ing underworld dope honses. But tac 
people of the 
upper classes, over 


whom the police hare comparatively 
little control, and 
whose 
personal 


habits they are not In a position to 
regulate, are taking to drugs Biore 
and more every day." 


"In the health department we come 


in contact with almost every man or 
woman arrested for a crime of vio- 
lence," 
Dr.. Copeland 
continued, 


"and I can state positively that there 
is not otto criminal iE a hundred that 
is cot a dope fiend. Crimes may be 
planned with cool heads, but they 
are executed by men who have ab- 
sorbed their courage from the pipe 
or the needle. 


"But aside from these people ot 


warped mentality, 
we 
see hun- 


dreds every year who come 
from 


sood families, and have been dragged 
down by opium. And these are not 
always young people, as might be ex- 
pected, but fatheis o£ families, and 
mothers, too. 
Men and women who 


are highly respected in their social 
urc'es, but who have taken up dope 


\ and let it get the best of them "

ping the growth of the drug evil is 
by 
international 
agreement, 
Dr. 


Copeland declared. He said that the 
nations of the world must agree to 
limit the amount of drugs manufac- j 
lured before any important progress

The layman, who has learned to shun courts as much as pos- 


sible, does not understand tho wrangle. We do not believe the 
city should 30 headlong into the proposition until all angles are 
Hfteu and tho best interests or the community are safeguarded. 


This newspaper has repeatedly called attention to the evils 


of tho old system under which justices of the peace operate. We 


}" not believe the system all it should be for a large community 
where much litigation involving small matters is to be handled 
umually. There are certain, provisions of this system which do 
Hot work toward the best interests of the entire community if 
loot in the hands of competent and honest justices. 
Lima, how- i 


iver, has been fortunate in this respect in recent years and much 
Df the trouble once experienced has been eliminated. 


There are many angles to the proposed municipal court to 


be considered, not the least being the expense such a plan would 
entail, and sound arguments for and against it. Many Ohio cit- 
)e have such courts and Lima should have no trouble in obtain- 
ing concrete facts as to the working of these tribunals if an ef- 
fort is put forth in that direction. 


Since the lawyers cannot agree and patrons of the courts 


are fighting the plan and the public is completely in the- dark, we 
advise that a thoro investigation be raade before a special bill to 
Authorize the court is presented lo tho state legislature.
